Junction of the Irvon and Wye. The River Irvon is a 

picturesque stream flowing through the northern portion of 
Brecknock, and joinitig the River Wye at Builth Wells. The 
mineral waters at Builth Wells were known to the Romans; 
Ptolemy mentions a Roman station near here which he 
describes as “ Bulloeum Silarum” (a spring of salt water). 
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
